At the inquest on ‘Saturday on 
the body of the child found in the 
Sturgeon river near St. Albert, on 
October 21, Dr, A. 


Giroux who 
conducted the post mortem exam- 
ination, stated that the body was 
of a female child about two weeks 
old and that it was well nourished. 
There were no marks of violence 
on the body with the exception of 
a superficial scald on the right side 
of the ñeck, probably caused by 
some strong liniment, and that the 
post mortem showed that the 


cause of ‘the death was bronchial 


- pneumonia of short duration ‘and 


‘that in his opinion the body had 
been in the water about 24 hours. 

No new evidence was produce 
and the verdict was, “ that the 
body had been placed in the water 
by some person :or “persons un: 
known.” 

Dr, Forin who conducted the 
inquest pointed out that the pa- 
vents of tlie child could be held ‘on 


three criminal charges : Death of 


the child through negligence, con-- 
cealment of its birth, and . conceal- 


iment of its death,
